Aquatics have our nextattention ; as 
correctly defined, its importance to 
the Newcastle public almost exceeds 
that of the ‘Turf. The sport for 
years has been venerated by a class, 
and at the present period, after wit- 
nessing a world of changes, it stands 
a proud item of British pastimes, un- 
tarnished, useful and glowing with 
practical illustrations of its beauty, 
attractiveness aud  importunity. 
Without entering into any elaborate 
analysis of the sport, it is incumbent 
on us to record that the boating 
never flourished so smoothly and 
successfully as at the present date; 
several good matches an already 
been disposed of since the advent of 
’66, others of greater consequence 
are in preparation, and the whole 
body of the Tyne oarsmen are on 
the alert to be matched to the best 
advantage. It is not always a 
rational observance to be over con- 
fident in imegination or theory ; 
nevertheless, Jocking thoroughly 
into the condition and _ pros- 
pects of the sport, we cannot 
but consider that the coming season 
will be eventful in every sense of 
the term—not alone for the matches 
that must result amongst the T'yno 
watermen themselves; but the likeli- 
hood of the “black river” being 
sslected for the probable international 
contest between Hamill the American 
Uhampion, aud Kelly, the English 
chief represextative, already has 
occasioned great interest and dis- 
cussion in aquatic circles, and which 
race alone, should it ever take place, 
would infuse 8 new life into the re- 
creation, and move the Tyne a step 
higher in position, That the race 
will actually come off, of course 
cannot be stated on fact; itis quite 
certain, however, that Hamill is alive 
to the importance of the match, and 
is doing his best to ascertain the best 
five-mile course in Englund. Bob 
Chambers a week ago received a 
very polite letter from Hamill, who 
said, in speaking of the advice he 
has received from Englishmen, or 
Tyne men, in America, to have the 
match pulled on the Tyne, ‘ Upon 
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their representations I have concluded to write to you to know 
your opinion in regard to the course on your river—whether we 
could get a five-mile race without obstruction—whether the river is 
smooth or otherwise, and what time of the year would be the 
most favourable for rowing.” Hamill also requests Chambers to inform 
him what Harry Clasper would coustruct him first-class boat 
for, as he understands the Claspers are the best boat-builders in 
England. Now, after all, this appears like legitimate business. A 
five-mile race can be easily obtainable on the Tyne, aud if Hamili 
is not dubious about the river being smooth, we think he is 
almost sure to select the Tyne, especially as he remarks that the peop'e 
of Newcastle are proverbial for their kiudness to strangers. That Cham- 
bers will furnish Hamill with the particulars inquired after need not be 
doubted, after which the reply of Hamill foror agaicst the match will 
be anxiously looked for by the British public. On Saturday night last 
two more matches of importance were entered into, the first being be- 
tween Robert Tulip, of Felling Shore, and John Bright, of the ush- 
room, who met at the Ropery Banks Hotel, the house of Mr. E. Win- 
ship, and signed articles to pall on Easter Monday, the 2nd of April, 
from the Bridge to the Meadows House, for £20 aside, to pullin the 
same boats as Tulip and Richards rowed in on New Year’s Day; to 
start two hours before high water. Mr. E, Winship to be final stake- 
holder, £3 a side was at once made good, £3aside must be posted at Mr.

£100 on April 14th, from the High Level to Scotwood Bridge, Scur- 
field being allowed £2 compensation to pull on the Tyne. We cousider 
this to bea match of much consequence to boating men, as the con- 
test is positively to be a tough one. Scurfield has performed very 
little, but that jittle has won for hima host of friends, who, as will 
be seen, are avxious to test his skill against a rower of comparative 
pote. We have seen Scurfield contend on several occasions, and it is 
unnecessary to withhold that he is a clever oarsman, and not by any 
means to be played with. He last met James Boyd, of Waterloo, 
Blyth, on the Wansbeck.

The Tyne Amateur Club’ continues to 
maintain its prestige aud respectability, and will, we candidly state, 
perform vartous signal coups at the forthcoming Northern Ly patel 
Pedestrianism, we are afraid, is not so full of activity and promise, 
as has distinguished it in the opening of former seasons, which can 
scarcely be accounted for in this busy time when the desire for amuse- 
mente Of all claszes is so rife. T wo years ago the sport was consider~ 
ably patronised; the peds, of that date, were generally of very great 
romisa, and the extraordinary number of-races decided at Fenham

— For our part 
we have long since concluded that the blame of inactivity in pro- 
moting the sport is attributable to the pedestrians themselves, and 
to no one else, inasmuch as they appear to have faJlen into the sere 
and yellow condition at one fell swoop, and that their followers, if 
they had any, have imbibed the insipid notions that their immatu- 
rity does not befit them to co with others, which, if trae, is a very 
silly and illogical method o argument, We hope, however, for 
brighter days during the present year; there is in fact a disposition 
to elevate pedestrianism to 4 position befitting its importance, and 
we trust the movement will succeed. Already this year a great number 
of good matches haye been contested and settled croc tb): We 
notice one from Sterling and Emmerson, who will give £40 to be con- 
tested for, open to all England, distance 140 yds, to ox lace on 
Mare 20 and 31.

Swimming. one of our most useful and practical amusements, will, 
so far as present arrangements go, open for the usual accommodation 
of bathers in about five weeks from this date, when, under the almos'! 
perfect superintendence of Mr. Dodds, the Northumberland bath will 
open its portals to the public of the North, caring. perhaps, very little 
whether the visitors are up ia the air or dowa in the mud of natatory 
experience. It has been the aim of this journal to give marine spor! 
almost superlative attention, equally for its practical utility and 
physical tendencies, and we cannot neglect to chronicle our conviction 
at such a fitting season, that want of sympathy from the upper classe: 
inthe shape of monetary support has engendered much more discord 
and regret if not partial dissolution in the midst of several provincial 
clubs, which sprung into existence to propagate swimming, but which 
work awkwardly for the reason we have assigned. It is quite true 
that very few swimming clubs are self supporting, therefore it is 
reasonable that if donations are not forthcoming the clubs must submi' 
to a speedy separation. We verily believe that more excellent insti- 
tutions were never organised to improve the people in recreatory know- 
ledge, they haveahigher object in view than they are accredited with 
wearesorry tosay ; butit isto be hoped thatan early day will witness a 
change in the neglected condition of the sport, such as will set at 
rest for an indefinite time the unceasing efforts and just claims of the 
officials of swimming clubs, who are assiduous and laudable toa degree 
in the good object. We do not intend to say much about swimming 
in the north, it certainly encounters the drawback given above, to 4 
great extent, but withal the pastime never flourished. better, Some 
of the very best of English swimmers are naturalised northerners, 
and members of the Newcastle Swimming Club, which takes pre- 
cedeutfor miles around, This year we expect some first-class sport, 
which, if sufficient prizes are forthcoming, will bea treat to witness ; 
this part of the business we, however, must leave to Mr. Joho 
Williams, the secretary, who has energy enough and speciousness in 
abundance. We must uot-overlook the kind act of a gentleman named 
Mr. W. Muras, auctioneer of Norihumberland-street, who gave, with his 
usual generous spirit, some short time back, two beautiful silver cups, 
which will be swam for on the opening gala day. We much hope that the 
example will be followed up by other citizens of the town. As sv0D 
as the season fairly opens Professor W. Walker, of course, will be at 
his duty post at the baths, to teach gentlemen thoroughly the science 
of natation. This will bethe fourth year that Mr. Walker has offi- 
ciated. and the unmistakable support he has merited impresses us that 
he will be still more sought after and appreciated. It is but neces- 
sary to endorse an oft-stated conviction, that Mr. Walker is one of the 
cleverest and most punctual aquatic tutorsin England; a gevtleman 
thoroughly and practically qualified to faithfully complete those who 
desire to acquire a first-class knowledge of swimming. 

Shooting is now much sought after, 
interesting in principles and practice.“ Quoitiog, Bowling, Conrsing, 
Rabbit Coursing, Canine, and other recreations and sports, manifest 
an improved system, aud will all be more than ordinarily patronised 
during the seasor. 

This is precisely the state and prospects of the season of 1866, and 
the details given cannot but convey a feeling of gratification that 
there will be sports and pastimes in all their kaleidoscopic variety, 
sufficient to please the versatile taste of the entire commuuity. We 
will do our best to record such recreations as they take place with the 
same verity and fulness that, we trust, has characterised our efforts 
from the first, ‘This we promise, and mean to faithfully execute.

Musivated Sporting Laws, 
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MR. SOTHERN AND HIS LIBELLER. 


“This is true liberty, when free born men 

Having t’advise the public, may speak free, 

Which he who can, and will, deserves high praise ; 

Who neither can, nor will, may hold his peace, 

What can be juster in a state than this?” 
With these noble words from the “ Suppliants’ of Euripides, Milton most 
appropriately begins his “Areopagitica,” as they admirably foretokem the 
drift of that .rand argument for free printing, in which was set forth, per- 
haps for the first time, the true principle wherein a most important division 
of jurisprudence, the law of libel, should be based. 

In Milton’s time the question was nearly new. _A strict censorship of the 
press (if we may so call it), found a place in the ideal republic of Plato, and 
seems at all times to bave been generally deemed necessary ; though some 
of the Sprge es as the Emperor Marcus Aurelius, had occasional 

limpses of truth. 2 4 
: ‘According to Blackstone, “ tosubject the press to the restrictive power of a 
licensor, as was formerly done, both before and since the Revolution, ig to 
subject all freedom of sentiment to the prejudices of one man, and to make 
him the arbitrary and infallible judge of ali controverted points in learning, 
religion and government. Bat to punish, as the law doos at present, any 
dangerous or offensive writings, which, when published shall, on a fair and 
impartial trial, be adjudged of a pernicious tendeucy, is necessary for the 
preservation of peace and good order, of Government and religion, the ouly 
solid foundation of civil betty . ! 

With these noble words of the great commentator we might, for tho present, 
at least, have left the case of Mr. Southern in the prosecution of Mr. Robert 
Cooper, which reported, will be found in another column. 

A charge aa shameful as cruel,and,as we believe,untrue,bas been made against a 
man whose name (Lord Dundreary) is as familiar as household words, not only to 
England bat to Europe. Mr. Southern promptly met the charge, and indignantly 
denied the atrocious libel—more, the libeller, does not justify his conduct, and

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he ia now waiting to be tried by twelve of his countrymen, who will, no doubt,

representation put forward by Mr. Cooper w4s a foul ani malicious libel. Mr. 
Sothern has taken every possible means of vindicating his character against 
the gross charges brought against him in the Spiritna; Magazine. In addition 
to the case that was heard the other day at the Marlborough-street Pollce- 
court, Mr. Sothern on Wednesday charged two other persous—the one with 
writing alibel ; the other, a respectable publish>r in Paternoster-row, with 
pubiishing it, Mr. Sothern was himself examined, and his evidence afforded 
in some of its parts cousiderable amusement. In the end both parties were 
committed to take their trial.

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Grim Death knows no distinction and his mandate is inexorably 
given. He did uot permit Lord Clifden or Sammy Day to survive 
Captain White Jong. - The. three were certainly notables in the 
racing world. The .Oheshire veteran who was gathered to his 
ancesters first; wags oue of the keenest judges out, and up toa short 
time before his illness, had the management of Lord Stamford’s stud; 
and was well: known inthe pigskin at Croxton Park, where he and 
Lord Wilton always had mounts. His remains have been interred in 
the parish church of Glossop. Sam Day, the jockey, who was con- 
temporary with Sam Obifney, Buckie, and Jom Robinson.was suddenly 
taken from us last Saturday. He had ‘ broken his thigh twice, 
and limped along on two sticks, and a high heeled boot;” but after 
winning the Derby on Pyrrhu; the First,.and the Osks on Mendicant 
in the year 1846, he was penstoned off by Mr. Gully, their owner, and 
died in comfortable circumstances, so far as m ney is cencerned. 
Lord Clifden died on Tuesday morning, but his demise had been long 
expected. His father was a man of great promise, and by his prema- 
ture death in July, 1833, it was considered by his political and literary 
friends that the country had sustained a greatloss. Viscount Clifden 
was for some years amivor, and on reaching his majority, like many 
other noblemen devoted his energies and his fortune to the Turf. The 
late Lord Clifden for a time had one of the largest and most success- 
fal studs belonging to any member of the Jockey Club, and his suo- 
cess for a time was very great, but the ‘glorious uncertainties” of 
the Turf are like thoseof war—not to be commanded. Heachieved 
the double victory of the Derby and St. Leger with Surplice in 1848, 
and as it was denominated at the time ‘‘ broke the charm” by win- 
ning those two events. Other successes, owing to his large stud, 
inevitably fell to his sbare. He won the Steward’s Cupat Good wood, the 
Ascct Stakes in 1850, the Liverpool Cup in 1851, and the Great 
Northamptonshire Stakes iv 1852—the latter races with Poodle, carry- 
ing the extraordinary feather weight of 4st 5lb. Lord Clifden 
expended a princely sum in supporting his racing stable. <A Jarge 
accumulated fortune vanished in a few years in consequence of his 
zeal for the Turf. On higmarriage in 1861, Viscount Clifden, instead 
of continuing his lavish €xpenditure on his stud, broke up his racing 
establishment and devoted. himself to home pursuits. The late Henry 
Agar-Ellis, thus prematurely deceased, was born’ 25th of February, 
1825, and married 23rd of September, 1861, Miss H. F. Seymour, 
eldest daughter of Mr. and. Lady Augusta Seymour, by whom he has © 
a twin daughter surviving, and ason, the heir apparent to the family 
honours, born, 7th of September, 1863. Shortly after the birth of hia 
son.and heir,unmia{a' able symptoms of weikn‘ss of constitution mani- 
fested themselves. {His ‘illness at first excited the alarm of his friende, 
and it was soon announced by his medical attendants that softening of 
the brain had set in. ~ Latterly his disease became a confirmed malady. 
On Monday morning a slight change was apparent, and at 8 o'clock in 
the evening his lordship underwent a crisis which ended in his death 
at 4 o'clock the next morning. 
The legitimate racing season was fairly inaugurated last Tuesday 
at Liocoln, and we found the course there in very fair going order, 
and some strong fields of horses were brought together. Saladin was 
not pulled out for the Trial Stakes, for which Old Warden was made 
a great ‘‘ pot,” but it boiled over, for Wiseman won quite easily, and 
Alberta beat the favourite for places. Among the twenty-two young- 
sters that contested*the Brocklesby there were some fine-looking ones, 
andthe Sacrifice filly was backed for a raker, but the 700 guineas 
Problem just vanquished her by # headin the very last stride, Narino . 
getting home third, Copenhagen was a warm favourite for the Lia- 
colnshire Handicap, but like the two preceding cracks of the 
afternoon, he failed toland; and the winner turned up in a well- 
made colt, trained by Shepherd, called Treasure Trove, about whom 
20 to 1 was:always obtainable. Hv was very fit. Poor old Sacchar- 
ometer finished before the great gun of Danebury, and next to them 
was Valiant, and thethree were heavily backed, as was alsu Oaith- 
ness, who was said to have “‘ bested” Regalia and Excelsior.“ Ace of 
Hearta was quite as good a favourite for the Hurdle Race as Clair- 
voyante, but the latter won from Queen of Trumps by a neck, and 
‘the “Ace” ran into the third place. The All Aged Stakes did not 
produce a race. It will be some weeks before we see better Mlds than 
we did last Tuesday, twenty-seven going for the big handicap alone. 
Wednesday’s mustering was quite up to the average; and the bidders 
again had a rare time of it, only one of the half-dozen favourites 
winning. We regret to say that Contralto fell heavily in the steeple- 
chase, and so injured Mr. Wilmot, who rode him, that that gentleman 
was carried ‘on a stretcher to the infirmary, and we fear the worst 
from the sad accident. 
The Nottingham Spring Meeting is to be held next week, but at 
the time of our going to press we had not received any official pro- 
ramme. There has been no betting to indicate owners’ intentions 
or the Spring Handicap, yet we are certain to have a good field, for

: DEATH OF SAM DAY. 

Time has just robbed us, in Captain White, of the cheeriest soul that ever 
gave & view halloo, and within one short week “ Unele 3am,” who, Jike him, 
was as “irrepressible” ag evor, though he had broken his thigh twice, and 
limped along with two sticks and a high-heeled boot, has obeyed hia last sum- 
mons, Only twenty years ago come May he rode and won his last Derby, and 
yet be makes, as far as we know, the thirteenth death out of the twenty-seven 
who ‘‘ took silk” in the Warren that day. > 

Isaac Day was ‘‘no relation, but the best of friends,” to use his own genea- 
logical explanation, and Sam Day was own brother to “ Honest John,” and 
not much his junior, They began their Turf life together, ranning and riding 
ponies in the New Forest, and all about Wiltshire and Hampshire, whore 
Macdonald on Met o’ the Mint was then sucb a name of dread. Barnet Races 
at that time of day had moro than plating form,’ and little Sam had a regular 
mount for the Duke of St. Alhan’s, and then went into the Duke of York’s 
stables at. Newmarket, under Cooper for six yeara, when his great coeval Jem 
Robanson was at Robson’s. Ia due time he was alongside both of ‘‘ Our Jem,” 
Sam Chifney, Buckle, and “all the swells,” and holding his own with them 
both in elegance of seat and determined finishing, Epsom fortune came to his 
aid as early 43 1821, with Gustavus, when the crowd overpowered the Surrey 
yokels and their staves, and fairly broke into the course, and, to adopt Sam’s 
own words (speaking of himself and Buckle on Reginald), “ we wound in and 
out, for all the world just like a dog ata fair.” He rode agteat deal for the 
Duke of Grafton and other Jockey Club members, but some of his most livel 
recollections were connected with the Cup horse, Longwaist, and how he felt ib 
‘like following a steam engine to go after Lottery.” In short,mention what 
horse you liked to him, he had a quaiut way of hitting him off, from the steam- 
seine poe down to. being **made at a pottery,” which we nover knew 
ec ed. A 
‘The Duke of Cleveland’s inexorable claim on the great “Sam” (Chifney) of 
that peor aoe him the Priam mount for the Derby, whichhe did not fail to 
improve. He rode for three or four seasons more, but “wasting,” which to a 
man of hisheight and bone would have been almost impossibleaf he had not 
been the most eheerful soul alive, became too much for him, and henceforth he 
was ‘‘Uncle Sam,” to distinguish him from that rising light, his nephew. 
There was a good deal ef philosophy in his remark, ‘‘ Depend upon it, a man 
Mipesnih enjoy the comforts of life unless he knows the wasting part of the 

usiness. 

However, the farm near Reading, where he relapsed into the Berks yeoman, 
attending the corn markets and walking 11st 6lb, was deserted when the Dano- 
bury stable called on him once more. There was no need of any of “the silk 
saddles,” at which some papers hinted as being in course of formation. To use 
his own words, he “could kill a town in wasting,” and so energetic was he 
in his flannels during his London Soaeeey now at Wimbledon, now with a 
ruddy, streaming face on Greenwich Hill, that he was soon fit to ride 8st 7Ib, 
and was third for the Derby on Old England, with his nephew John not placed 
on the first favourite, Weatherbit. He had then a winning taste of tha 
“coming” Hero in a two-year-old plate at Newmarket, and the forty-sixth 
season found him ripe and ready. He soon aired the “lilac jacket and white 
cap” in two good seconds on Weatherbit, for the Great Metropolitan Stakes, 
and Old England for the Port, besides Winning the One Thousand in it on The 
Mendicant by half a length from West Australian’s dam. Never did greater 
luck attend a jockey at Epsom. His gt ete Derby second, Bill Scott, 
on Sir Tatton Sykes, remained at the post to blow up the starter (a luxury which 
no doubt cost him the Derby stakes and a five sovereign fine), till the horsea 
crept lengths away, and Sam at last landed Pyrrhns the First by aneck; and 
his Oaks winner, Mendicant, was within an ace of being kicked out of time at 
the post. Alfred Day was now coming forsvard for “tho family seat” in the 
pigskin, and, at tho end of this season, his indefatigable uncle, who had 
actually weighed out eight stone four, at Doncaster, rode his last race on Mr, 
Gully’s Mathematician, for the Glasgaw Stakes, He retired with a pension 
from the grand old gladiator wham he had served so well, and he left Danebury 
with not only Pyrrhus, The Hero and Mendicant, but a futuye Derby, an Oaka 
and a Two Thousand winner, Cossack, Cymba, and C bam in its stalls. 

He had had plenty of accidents in the saddie, and had “ broken nearly ever 
limb I had, jaw and skull included, but the right arm,” when he rode for Dic 
Goodisgon, but almost worse things befol} him out of it. He jumped out of a 
carriage at Goodwood when an omnibua backed into it, and broke his leg, and 
after lying up for nine months at Singleton, and varying the monotony with 
endlegs tunes on a tin pipe, he alipped up to his friend Mr, Ben Way's entrance- 
hall, and broke the same leg again, However, he was ap and ahout once more, 
nothing daunted by this ‘‘double event,” and twa or three seasons since he 
became a private trainer in Cheshire, but with no great result. Latterly he 
lived in the neighbourhood of Brompton, gud died rather suddenly on Saturday 
iat He leaves a wife and a grownwy family, buy “we shall never see his like 
again,

On Saturday last Covent Garden Theatre was closed. Owing to unforeseen 
circumatances in the financial arrangements of the Opera Company (Limited) 
the Chairman, Mr, Oakeley, waa obliged to intimate to the artistes that he was 
not prepared to pay their salaries on that day. A meeting representing all 
branches was called in the crush-room, at which the Chairman was requested 
to attend. The Chairman stated that he was prepared to accede to any proposi- 
tion on the part of the company generally for carrying onthe business of 
the theatre, or closing it, as they might desire. He had no doubt whatever of 
being able to put all matters straight within a few days. Meanwhile, were the 
company disposed to give him credit for this belief, he reminded them that on 
no single occasion during their connection had his prophecies or professions 
paapined unverified. He suggested that as the money for paying the artistes 
an employes really came out of his own and his friends’ pockets, he had no 
oe in keeping the theatre open, Asa matter of good faith and considera- 
ots to the artistes and employes, he and his friends were willing to continue the 

arden, butit was impossible to furnish the,entire means that night. Mr. Gye 
Was supposed to be indebted to the company asum of money, of which they 

not received one farthing; a much larger amount in fact than the money 
required that day. After some discuasion, and several projects being submitted 
and abandoned, it was propesed by Mr. Alfred Mellon, on Miss Louisa Pyne’s 
behalf, and seconded by him on his own, that the Theatre be closed. Carried 
unanimously. The Chairman of the Opera Company accepted this, as final, and 
desired Mr, Edward Murray, the Acting Manager, to aflix a notice to that effect 
on the door. This conclusion of affaira at Covent-garden will notin any way 
interfere with the » announced arrangements at Drury-lane Theatre. 
The house, of course, did not open, which created much confusion, as the 
following did not appear outside the walls until past five o'clock :—"* NoTICE,— 
Thig house is unavoidably closed this evening, by order of the Directors.” 


" PRINCE OF WALES'S THEATRE, 

At this elegant little theatre Mr, T. W. Robertson’s new comedy of 
** Society” still forms the chief attraction, and its success in public estima- 
tion is now completely assured. This is the more gratifying, from the fact 
that “‘ Society” is not only a new and original comedy, without even a sus- 
picion of French origin, but is also a most praiseworthy effort on the part of 
the author to bring before the publica piece which, throwing aside many of 
those stage conventionalities in which uur grandfathers delighted, aims at 
introducing us to characters in every day life, thinking, speaking, and 
acting a8 such people really do, Sydney Daryl (Mr. Sydney Bancroft), by 
profession a barrister, but by occupation a journalist, becomes secretly en- 
gaged to Maud Hetherington (Miss Marie Wilton), niece to Lord Ptarmi- 
eu (Mr, Hare). Daryl, though of ancient family, and brother of a 

atonet, is entirely dependent upon his literary latours for support. The 
first act closes with the discovery by Maud’s aunt, Lady Ptarmigant (Miss 
8. Larkin), of the engagement between Maud and Daryl. Lady Ptarmigant, 
who bas other matrimonial views for her niece, peremptorily forbids her to 
think of marrying a penniless scribbler, an takes the opportunity to tell ber 
that John Chodd, juv. (Mr. J. Clarke), a half-educated, vulgar young man 
of large fortune, has proposed to make Maud Hetherington Mrs. John 
Chodd,,; jun, & consummation devoutly desired by her aunt. The se- 
cond act opens with the ‘Owl's Roost,” a somewhat novel scene, 
wepresenting a tavern, at which a number of literary men are in the habit 
of meeting nightly. There we become introduced to several of Mr. Sydney 
Daryl's associates—excellent fellows that might have attained to any 
high position “if they had chosen, but—they did'nt.”

- SIGNOR ETHARDO, THE SPIRAL ASCENSIONIST. 

Signor Ethardo has made himself famous throughout Italy and Germany by 
his extraordinary performance of the ‘‘ Spiral Mountain ;” and on the occasion of 
the Dante Festival, at Florence, in the presence of his Majesty King Victor Em- 
manuel, so great was the enthusiasm, and so intensely exciting was the perfor. 
mance, that Veet | his ascent of the Spiral Column the music was stopped, lest 
its vibration should cause the daring gymuast to make a false step, aud when he 
had reached the topmost height, and seized the standard which crowned the 
column, the delighted audience is described in the chronicles of the day as burst- 
ing into a deafening shout of frantic excitement, which baffled all power of de- 
scription.

The globe on which this extraordinary performer works his way up and down 

is perilous path, is thirty inches in diameter, and ninety inches in circum- 
ference, The width of the winding platforu is twelve inches, and flat, with no 
groove or projection of any sort to assist the ascent or descent. The feat is mar- 
velious, and at the same time perfectly safe from any danger or accident to the 
artiste. The height of the spiral column is fifty feet; andthe incline winding 
from the base to the capital of the column is upwards of 180 feet in length. The 
globe is constructed of wood and fron, without any india-rubber, gutta-percha, or 
other adhesive material to assist the artiste in his difficult task. The performance 
- most unique, and may be said to inaugurate a new era in the gymnastic art of 
the age. 

On Aitonday last, Signor Ethardo commenced an engagement at Birmingham.

‘From the centre of the floor of the hall a column, fifty feet in height, is 
erected, from which radiates in a cork-screw shape from the base, upon the stage, 
to the summit, within a few feet of the ceiling, a path or plank twelve inches only 
in width.

The defendant opposed the demand, alleging that, according to her contract, 
the plaintiff had forfeited the salary claimed through absenting herself, under 
the pretext of illness, on the 13th of November, when she ought to have sung 
the part of the mother in the Trovatore. When Malle. Grossi sent notice, on the 
12th, that she should not be able to siug the next evening, she was visited by the 
physician of the theatre, who reported that, though slightly indisposed, she was 
not so ill as{o be unable to fulfil her engagement. The defendant, therefore, 
maintained that her month’s salary was forfeited, The tribunal, therefore, after 
hearing counsel, decided that under the circumstances there was reason to 
modify the strict terms of the contract, and that £20 would be a sufficient for- 
feit ; it therefore condemned the defendant to pay the plaintiff £180, the balance 
of the salary, the cost of suit to be defrayed*in equal shares by both parties.

We have ever given our best support to athletic exercises, and the

CRICKET REFORM. 

In. a complicated game like cricket, there must 
of ‘necessity be points continually arising on 
which very different opinions will be expressed, 
and on which it is desirable that an authoritative 
decision should be pronounced from time to time. 
But the difficulty lies not so much (I might even 
say not at all) in the nature of these subjects 
of difference, as in the officious efforts of would- 

_ -bo reformers ; for in cricket, as in politice, reform 
is‘often only another word for innovation. The 
silly and abortive scheme of a cricket parliament, 
brought forward a couple of years ago, and 
happily’ strangled in its birth, was intended, 
nominally, to obtain the opinions of the great 

. body of cricketers on all questions in dispute, 
and to arrive at decisions thereon, from which 
there should be no appeal. But, in reality, it was 

_ neither more nor less than an attempt to sub- 
vert the authority of the Marylebone Club. The 
movement was natural, in some sort; for thera are 
always people in every branch “of life, whose 
business it is to rebel against constituted power. 
Metropolitan vestrymen fancy that the thunder 
of their mis-aspirated eloquence, ought properly 
to resound from the Treasury Bench,; and so the 
secretaries and treasurers of Little Pedlington 
Cricket Clubs sincerely believed that they were 
more qualified to occupy the seats of the cricket 
tribunal than the representatives of the public 
schools, the universities, and the army. And 
certainly this idea has the merit of being amus- 
ing and original. Perhaps it is a waste of time 
to rebut the ridiculous nonsense that was talked 
at many a meeting by many an angry countryman 
about the insufficiency of the Marylebone Olub 

' to represent the real opinions of cricketers, and 
its arrogance in dictating laws to the cricketing 
world: All this was merely the effervescence of 
excusable ignorance. | 

Not only are all cricketers, past and present, 

- welcomed into the Marylebone Olub, but to no 
one presenting the credentials of a gentleman has 
admission ever been refused. Utterly false, too, 
was it to say that the counties (as eoantled are 
not represented, There is not a county in Eng- 
land that does not count several of its cricketing 
sons among the members of the M.0.C., not to 
speak of many others who, though not actually 
player, are yet good judges, and ardent lovers, of 
the game, The names of Some prominent players 


in some counties are no doubt absent from the . 


wuster-rol] at Lord’s. Of these some would be 

ladly admitted, others are, from sufficient reasons, 
ineligible. The former are absent of their own 
choice; the latter—may they be long 
excluded ? 

Tf then all that is best, and all that 
has been best, of amateur talent; if 
the members of the public schools 
and the universities, and all who 
know, and all who really care about 
cricket; if these aro not the fit and 
proper persons to legislate, and to 
decide disputes—who are? What 
fresh element could be introduced to 
give weight to the councils of the 

.0.0.? | Fossil cricketers, who live 
on recollections of the Hambledon 
club? Petulant secretaries with an 
eye toreceipts ? Visionary theorists 
who will prove to you geometrically 
or analytically that a man cannot bo 
out leg before wicket? Dubious 
“ sentlemen” whose creed is that it 
is more blessed to receive than to 
givo? Aboriginal greybeards who 
give three warnings beforo calling 
a wide, and cajl tout” for a catch 
first-bound? Are those the new 
lights who are to illumine the poor 
intelligences of the captains of Har- 
row and Eton, of Oxford and Oam- 
bridge? I think not. Fruitful as 
this age is in acts of presumption, it 
ia scarcely ripe for the realisation 
of a cricket parliament. The scheme 
will be revived, perhaps, Such ear 
have a knack of re-appearing like 
noxious weeds. But fast as they may 
crop up, the work of destruction is 
more summary still. The ‘‘new 
lights” may flicker fora moment, but, 
depend upon it, again as before, the 
sputtering wick of innovation will . 
be unceremoniously extinguished by 
the snuffers of authority.

EDWARD O’BALDWIN AND GEORGE ILES. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE MATCH. 


When it was announced that the O’Baldwin hid signified his intention 
once more to appear within the roped arena most of the Ring patrons, Ring 
goers, and the members of the pugilistic art thought nothing of it, and pooh- 
poohed the notion; but it will be remembered that on the upset of the 
“ Mace and Coburn fizzle,” the proprietors of this paper intimated their in- 
tention to give a “belt,” in consideration of the presumed disappointment 
that Mace had sustained, to bo lis own if not challenged for within the six 
months we had appointed for any one to chal'enge for it, and then if no one 
should, in the interim, throw down the gauntlet, we intended to at onze 
hand the trophy over to Mace. Ned O’ ‘Batiwin one night walked-into Nat 
Langham’s about a week after our aunouncemont, and tbe man in front of the 
Mitre bar was the ever generous Joe Goss, the first to give the friendly 
grasp to his gigantic brother professor. “I think I shall yet do something, 

Goss,” modestly observed O'Baldwin, ‘but as you have ever been 
friendly to me, Joe, what shall I do?’ The response was, ‘‘ Why challenge 
for the InLusrratep Belt.’ When O'Baldwin was informed that the 
challenged man was no other than the redoubtable Jem Mace, he replied that 
it mattered not who it was, and according'y issued his cortel in our paper, 
even to the champion himself. For reasons best known to himself Mace, 
atroues he did not exactly decline the contest, suggested that the sent 
would do better to make a match with someone else for the nonce, and the 
encounter in question we are about to describe was the consequence. We 
have only been led to make these few preliminary remarks in order that our 
readers should be made acquainted with the few particulars, simple though 
they be, which led to the meeting of Monday between two of the biggest men 
that ever entered the Ring. 


THE ANTECEDENTS OF THE MEN. 


Epwarp O'BALDWIN.—When just merging into manhood this young man 
was bropght out as Tom Cooper's ‘“B gon,” and first appeared in the roped 
arena on the 21st of October, 1863, when he ‘met Andrew Marsden, of Notting- 
ham ; on that occasion only three rounds were fought, which occupied less than 
seven minutes, At this time O’Baldwio was only 23 poate of age ; it is known 
how he was laughed at, chaffed at ; and the story set about is familiar to all how 
that atthe end of three minutes ‘lie received a ‘‘ knock down” blow, 4nd this 
long length of humanity, nearly seven feet high, could only be brought to mother 
earth, a foot at atime, or one foot a minute, the time occupied by the fight, 
seven minutes, being taken into corisideration, It is not to be wondered at, 
therefore, that Edward O’ Baldwin has been under a cloud in the fistic hemis- 
phere since his meeting with the good Andrew Marsden. The gamins and 
arabs of the Ring, avd the hangers ou gibel and joered, bat on Master Ned 
making his second appearance in town, he bore all with good humour, and 
“ pursed his wrath to keép it warm” for a fitting opportunity, which, to 
ourselves he had often said, would some day most assuredly arrive. All in- 
sults he submitted to without a murniur, with the exception of, at times, when 
his * dander was a little riled” by the epithets of cur, and such like terms, he 
with his brawny hands would sweep away the buzzing flies of the ‘‘ lower 
stratum” of pugs, till even.they were fain to give plenty of steerage room to 
the Irish Giant. Ned kept himeelf sober aad steady, went to Jesse Hatton, 
told the Jatter that, he wanted to retrieve bis character, and was ready and 
willing to enter into a contest with anyone, big or little, champion or amateur, 
making only one stipulation, that he wanted a fight, even if it wasonly for “love,” 
When Jesse Hatton once gives his word, it is carried out as far as possible tothe 
Wery utmost, Once under the mentorstip of the-host of the druii in Bear-street, 
Leicester-square, he was “ ruled” by the good.advice of his mentor ; and Jesse 

red neither trouble nor expense to bring about tho affsir in question ; 3 and 

shonld Edward O'Baldwin reach tne highest honours of the Ring, which many 
of those who have previonsly scoffed and mocked him, cringing to the “rising 
star,” now say he will attain hie demeanour aud gentlemanly conduct will 
justify us in hoping that he will not forget Jesse Hatton, whothrough geod and evil 
report, haa been a fast and faithful friend, O’Baldwin is now 25 years of age, 
and is a native of Waterford ; his height is a little over six feet six inches, and 
on Monday last he weighed "about 14} stone, He had the advantage of ono of 
the most efficient of trainers, Mr, Edward Berridge; who says that he was 
tractable to orders, and weat through any amount of work submitted to bim to 
bring him fit, and by his excellent. behaviour made himself a favourite in 
Sarbiton and neighbourhood where he trained. Young Goodson also gave 
good aid, and Jesse Hatton has a right to be proud of his pupil. 

GEORGE ILES,—Born ip Gloucsstorshire, and in his twenty-sixth year ; for 
this engagement he bad tiained at Leatherhead, under Jem Howcs, uatil the last 
day or two, when old Josh Emma did'tho requisite as far as seeing George take 
his walks was concerned. Howes assured us that he never attended on a fellow 
who stuck better to bis work than Iles, aad wo must say his appearance 
reflected great credit on his mentor, He stands 6 ft. 2 in. high, and his fighting 
weight on Monday morning was 12.t. 10lb. His past and, previously to the 
Sheath only encounter in the prize ring, took place in June, 1864, when he 


ught Joe Wormald, for £2200, and only had to succumb, after a protracted fight 


of two hours and eight minutes, during which forty-four rounds were contested.

INCIDENTS BY THE WAY. 


The “bells of St. Clement’s” chimed half-past five on Monday as, in the frosty 
morning, we crossed the bridge, which has been truly deseribed as the 
“ triamph of architecture.” We should not have entered fully into this affair, 
only that what hag gone beforo will fully bear out the vaunting title we have 
given to the heading of this acc unt—a Battle of Titans. In going over the 

ridge the glib state of the road showed that ‘Jack Frost” was upon the 
ground, and the fallen cab horse, which the ‘Irish Champion’ -vainly 
endeavoured to coax to rise up was useless. It was with the view of witnessing 
a contest similar so far aa disparity of size is concerned, which earned for 
Tom Sayers such universal admiration, that a goodly sprinkling of gentlemen, 
. and a very large number of their attendant followers met, pursuant to the 
“tip,” at Waterloo Station a little before six o’clock in the morning, and “ booked 
for Fleetpond” by the 6.15 train. From the unusually orderly manner in which 
the large majority obtained their tickets and took their seats it was evidenta 
desire to “bring off the fight” provailed. This was doubtless in consequence 
of the men being backed for a great deal,of money—nominally they were to fight 
for £50 aside. Notwithstanding the generally good demeanour there was no 
mistaking the class to which this influx of early voyageurs belonged. Their 
number necessitated the attaching of additional carriages, so that it was 
avin half-past than a fcaetee pene six before the train moved out of the 
stations 

The morning being ver. cold the carriage windows for the most part were 
closed, sethat the usually loud talking and speculation as to the coming 
event ‘could not be heard. The train having taken up and set down n- 

rs at previous stations came to a standstill at Surbiton, where the belli- 
gorents, who had been for several weeks trainivg in the neighbourhood, 
were taken up. Passing on through the frost-covered country, whose snew- 
white surface was Welt fg plainer and plainer by the breaking day, tho train 
nex¢ drew up at Walton Station. This was 15 miles short of Fleetpond, but 
one of the managers of the fight alighted. and declared his conviction that 
the fight could be “got off” infthat neighbourhood without the interference 
of the police. There were many who demurred, and argued that it would 
be better to go on to Fleetpond. The imperative request, however, of this 
official for * All out” was ultimately responded to. Gaining tcrra firma the 
descended pell-mell the steep embankment of the railway, and, forcing their 
way through a thickly- pore eee eat the bottom, proceeded in knots of 
twos, threes, and fours, along the high road betwecn Walton, Weybridge, and 

sher. 

Having made one or two detours, with the view of deceivi any one who 
might be watching their point of destination, they emer, Bed nite about 20 
minutes again on tothe main road, along which they Q@ntinned till they 
reached St. George’s-hill, which is about a mile to the south of Weybrid . 
Facing St. George's there is a junction of three roads, and at this point t 
renowned * Puggy White” aud bis assistants, who boro in his wake the indis- 

nsable ropes and stakes, the truss of straw, the camp stools, the water, and 
other appurtenances of the Prize Ring, turned into a thickly-grown fern field. 
Here the above-named gentleman received from many of those followin 
volleys of abuse for taking them so far away, arguing that the fight might 
have been over bad ho pitched the ring nearer the station. Pugey, however, 

rdless of all that was said to him, continued to pursue the “ even tenor 
of is way” till he had traversed some 200 yards of the field, when & com. 
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paratively open space presented itself, and here a ring was formed. This 
occupied some 10 minutes, and as soon as it was completed a tremendous 
shout was given, and the stalwart belligerents entered the ring, amidst the 
cheers, renewe'’l and repeated, of their ssveral partisans. The toss for corners 
being won by O’Baldwin, he selected the eastern corner, with his back to the 
sun, which gave him, also, the advautage of higher ground.

It wanted full twenty minutes to eight when Puggy, 
for which he is celebrated, placed the straw under our feet; the other aide-de- 
camp of Fred Oliver, our ‘good friend ‘‘ Dick,” sweated and laboured manfully, 
and the glorious sun shone ‘out most brightly from a cloudless sky, lighting up 
to perfection the surrounding country, covered as it was by a thick white frost. 
The company, although limited, wasin the main ofthe patrician order ; there 
were afew countrymen present, who gave willing hands to Pugey, and never 
before in, our Ring recollections, now some 25 years, did all appear to augur 
go favourably to a successful issue. There was the usual laughing and chaffing, 
and a loud cheer broke forth from the group who had endeavoured to hi @ 
George Iles, as they broke ground and gave him the opportunity of first 
shying his cap into the Riog, which was nearly a ‘‘dead heat ’”’ between tho two, 
for scarcely had Goorge’s castor. reached the ground before the gauntlet of 
Baldwin was thrown forward. 

‘And now, whatever may be said of such exhibitions, it was truly English, and 
in good old style of manly play the men meeb pat forwatd, The seconds, the 
most accomplished for years, crossed hands, and then:stepped forward a giant 
in George Iles, and next came Edward O’Baldwin, who grasped the hand which 


was held up, to commence THE FIGHT. 


Ned won the toss, and of course placed his back to the sun, at twenty-five 
minutes past eight o’clock. O’Baldwin in his white drawers, tastefully trimmed 
with light blue ribbons, was the first to advance to the centre of the ring ; 
George Les, with a somewhat anxious look, although over six feet high, seemed 
almost dwarfed before his giaut opponent t,whose great height and loog reach gave 
him a most formidable appearence: To our thinking, Iles was in the best 
condition, although, as_ before observed, according to Ned Berridge, O' Baldwin 
had done all that was desired of him. The colours of the men we described in 
our last. The seconds of tho men behaved most excellently, and order and re- 
gularity prevailed throughout. 

Round 1—Ned added not a little to his towering form by choosing the 
higher ground, and the betting, which had previously been heavy, at odds in 
the first instance on Iles, now veered round, if anything, O’Baldwin for choice. 
As the men faced each other there was a set determination manifest on the 
part of O’Baldwin which plainly told there was no “¢ Marsden” business this day. 
A fine display of science was given, and it was proved, as men of olden time have 
ever asserted, a fight between two big men, if both are ‘determined, cannot 
last long. Iles sparred open handed, and both feinted and dodged ; and we 
can use as our own terms expressed quaintly as knowingly, which others have 
used, that one 6 feet 1} inches high, and his opponent 5 inches taller, * per- 
formed” like 9st. 12Ib. or 10st. men. For four minutes did these giants face 
each other and no blow was struck ; all the fine points of true science were 
shown, and a tedious round was only relieved by a display which would have 
done honour to the ‘“ Five Courts,” The first to Jand was Iles, oa the chest, 
but it was harmless, and O’Baldwin, with guard erect, laughed outright at the 
futile attempt of his opponent. Iles invested smartly ou the ribs and got 
away; Ned’s return had nearly not only awoke up Master George, but (another if) 
if it had gone home would thus early have settled the battle. ‘‘ Leave 
off; here is the police,” shouted the official; but roused by the seconds and 
partizins, they went at it to the cry of ‘have one round,” both disre- 
garding the ordor to stop went at it with a will, when O'Baldwin, over anxious,

The pedestrian exercise of cach in esc aping from the “ slops” had been of good 
service to both. Ned showed a slight mark on the eye and an abrasion 
ou the lip and cheek, while, as yet, Iles was scatheless. And now did 
O'Baldwin come out in form, and, in ‘ Johnny Walker's” style, showed his 
activity. Iles tried hard to keep out of harm’s way, but it was of no 
avail. O’Baldwin planted twice without a return. He stood gamely up, 
and time after time had Iles to almost run to get away from the giant, 
who now, thoroughly warmed to his work, had, apparent to all, the trump 
card in his hand, There was a good deal of feinting and dodging, aud 
most bravoly did Iles try to stop the furious onslaught of his antagonist, and when 

we say that it was one of the best fought rounds, occupying 344 seconds, ever 
witnessed, the character of the fight may be well imagined. Superior in height 
and weight, ‘and reach and science, O'Baldwin was proof against all the 
endeavours of George Iles, the latter in vain endeavouring to stem tbe tide which 
too surely was setting inagainst him. Iles.tried once or twice the leary dodge, 
but it was of no avail, for aftor they had faced each other for full a quarter of an 
hour, O' Baldwin went in with a vengeance, *He even improved upon Johnny 
Walkér, and auaconda-like, in Jem Mace’s style, George Hel topes up with the 
sledge-hammer thuds, straight as a dart, of Mr. O’B, We care not to go into 
further particulars of the long round of more than four minutes over 
half an hour, In all tactics, as well ag hitting, O'Baldwin was superior, 
and one smash, ‘‘all over,” TIles’s face showed the immense power of 
the taller man.

THE RENEWED FIGHT 


BETWEEN - 


JOHN ROOKE AND WILLIAM RYALL. 


ANOTHER DISAPPOINTMENT. 


It will perhaps be remembered that on the 16th of January last, Rooke and 
Ryall met at Godstone, in Surrey; to settle their match at catch-weight, for 
£400, in the midst of a pitiless pelting rain, which continued a regular 
down-pour during the more than, three mortal hours that the fight lasted ; and 
also so tedious did the affair become, that it ended in a mutual agreement ‘for a 
draw, for that day at least, and the Referee having the power of fixing another 
meeting, Thursday was settled as the appointed time, In our impression of 
January the ‘20th we entered fully into the previous doings of the men: how 
that John Rooke, a nativeof Birmingham, although now located at Manchester, 
stands a trifle over 5ft 10in, and in bull weighs, in good condition, 10st 12lb5 
it is unnecessary to repeat that William Ryall is originally from Grimley. 
in Gloucestershire, and of late years a denizen of the hardware village, in which 
latter place he has made troops of faithful friends, Both Rooke and Ryall are 
about ape same height, and the renewed fight between the twain created great 
intere: 

The arrangements were all that could be desired ; a new line was tried ; and 
the solitary policemaa who had been specially appointed to watch from Satur- 
day till the affair came off, most opportunely fell asleep on Thursday, and only 
woke up just in time to see the beginning of the end. 

As ia usual of late, a lovg distance was looked for, but a short halt was 
called, and ‘All out” was heard at Horley instead of East Grinstead. On the 
platform we had the pleasure of the friendly grasp of the good right hand 
of the good Bill Ryall; but Jack Rooke was nearly just in time to be too late, 
and blank were the expressions on the faces of his, partisans,, fearing that he 
would not be there. He, however, rushed at the last moment past guerd and 
policeman, and, without taking a ticket, was only just in time,’ The early 
atart did this’ good service, that the men entered the ring, pitched on the 
common, at six minutes to eight o'clock. Our only duty towards our readers 
i8 to give a brief description of 

THE FIGH 

Round 1.—Rooke threw his cap in first, slotele followed by Ryall. The toss 
for choice was won by Rooke, but there was not much difference, the ground 
being perfectly level. The men laid és even “tenner” on the result. There 
was a ee uproar when Rooke Pt on an extra pair of drawers to protect 
himself from the cold ; and’ the Referee being consulted, he agreed to fight 
with one only. There was & great disparity between. the men as they faced 
each other, Ryall appearing bigger and better proportioned. Rooke has 
breadth across the shoulders, but he is tapered away lower down. Rooke 
made play on the ribs, and sent a hot ’un on the breast and throat, both with- 
out a return. An attempt on the shoulder of Ryall was neatly stopped. 
Ryall missed a blow intended for the right eye, and Rooke countered him on 
the forehead leaving a bump. Ryall had to follow his man about, and the spar- 
ring was very scientific and much admired. Rooke’s attempt was ‘short, but on ; ° 
second go in it was successful, and Janded on the breast. without receiving any 

unishment,-Ryall sent one onto the cight eye, which made Rooke stagger nok 
and first blood was awarded to Ryall. “A bout of sparring, and Ryall managed 
to get home on Rooke’s nose and eyebrow, making the blood come; and 
Ryall had not a mark on him. Rooke on the chest, and Ryall returned one on 
the nose, with the force of which Rooke went down. 

Round 2.—Rooke was bleeding much from the nose and mouth; after a little 
gparring they got into close quarters, and Byall got the best of the fibbing and 

rew his man. 

Round 3.—Rygll firet up. Rooke landed a hot’un on the body, and again on 
the same place; Ryall sent in a staggerer with the left on the jaw, and flushed 
the cheek very much. Ryall received another body blow, and Rooke cleverly 
stopped one by the right guard. This was followed by Rooke making a heavy 
bieast drive, which his friends cheered him for. Three times in succession Rocke 
sent his left on the bodys and got away harmless. Rooke received one from 
Ryall which again sent him down, and Rooke took revenge by one on the throat 
—a hot’un. After this Rooke popped in three in succession, and had the best 

of it, A scrambling struggle, and Rooke went down. 

Round 4,—Rooke's left eye was much swollen, and Ryall had a cut on the lip, 
and was bleeding from the left ear. Some pretty sparring took place, and 
enh offering with his left Ryall went in, they got hold, and both ral down 
by the ropes. 

FRound 6.—Ryall reached the chest twice, and gave a hot-’un on the left jaw ; 
the remainder of this round was pretty equally divided between the men, Rooke 
lanting on the chest a few times and Ryallon the ribs and left jaw. Rooke 
had the best of the fall. 

Round 6.—Ryall first up to time. Both came up flushed and blowing from 
the effects of their work in the previous round. Counters to more blood from 
the combatants. Some heavy blows.wers exchanged and neat stops made with- 
out anv advantage to either side, and the round fiuished by Rooke going down, 
partly by the effects of a blow from Ryall, and partly from losing his footing 
by catching a piece of turf. (Time, 2 hours 3 min 

Round 7.—Came up together. - Exchanges at erat were slightly in favour of 
Rooke, but Ryall gained the confidence of his party by coming with a rush 
and mesting a counter of Rooke’s by landiug on the left eye. The bout was 
turning rather tame, and both put down their hands, ref were taken to 
their corners, 

Rounds 8 and 9 and last, —It would be usoless to trouble our readera with 
going into what followed, as the affair became tedious even to the b standers, 
and after the expiration of three hours and thirty-five minutes, at the re uest 
of both seconds, the Referee stepped into the ring and asked the men to 8 ake 
hands, asit was evident that neither of them could go in and win, They shook 
hands and the affair ended. Two more scientific men never put up their bands. 
No further remarks are nooded or required, and the above account, will eufli- 
aed mie the nature of the renewed contest between John Rooke and Wil-

DEATH OF VISCOUNT CLIFDEN, 

Viscount Clifdeu died at Dover House, Whitehall, on T uesday morning. His 
lordship was born on February 25, 1825, and succeeded his father when he was 
eight years old. His ‘all straw,” which had once been adopted by Lord George 
Bentinck, in his “* Mr. Bowe” days, was first seon on the card in 1848, when he 
had bought “‘ the Napoleon of the Turf's”’ stud from Mr. Mostyn, and won that 
double event with Surplice, which, according to his biographer, cost Lord George 
such “asplendid groan,” Footstool, Tiresome, Wanota, Sackbut, Poodle, &c., 
were all fair winners for him, but Pelion and Mel‘ssa were his best of later years, 
and Surplice, whose blood he adhered to very faithfully, repaid him with Roman 
Candle, Homily, Simony, Jesuit, Loyola, aud some others, which did something 
more than pay their expenses.

Marson, Nat, Alfred Day, aud Sly, all rode for him, and 
when he ceased to train with R. Stephenson his horses went to the Jate Isaac 
Day. The whole of his stud and racers were sold off some time since, and for 
two or three years his fatal illneas—softening of the brain—had completely pros- 
trated him, and no one except his relatives and attendants ever sawhim. He is

Another most exciting match took place on Monday evening last, 
in the large billiard-room of the *‘ Phil,” the competitors being both of 
London’ (for a large stake), namely Messrs. W. Dufton and W. C.

He, however, did not keep on chalking, and save 
that Dufton was backed at £30 to £20, nothing of any interest or call- 
ing for remark occurred till the game stood at Dufton 46, Hitchin 16. 
Here tho latter opened with a canon, and getting up to spot he scored 
five hazards, but broke down at the sixth, his break, which Jooked like 
a lasting one, numbering 17 only, and after Dufton had improved his 
game to 60, Hitchin again got in with a 15, one stroke alone, however, 
counting eight out of that number. 

When Dufton 90, Hitchen 65 was reached, the “little ’un,” after 
Dufton had struck a double baulk, made a aplendid side stroke canon, 
which called forth loud applause. The first 100 against Hitchin’s 
72 was reached by Dufton after twenty-five minutes’ play, and here, 
getting the balls into play, he ran up a lively 28, mostly scored on 
the left side of the table.

A little into the third century Hitchin was for tho second time 100 
behind, but, after a few strokes he pulled himself together, and 


again took first place by one point, but this was soon wrested from 
him, and Dufton turned the last corner, leaving Hitchin 11 behind, 
Numerous offers of £10 to £4 on Duofton here went a begging, but 
there was again a change in the betting, and the excitement became 
great after Hitchin ran up a 35, which left him at 926 to Dufton’s 910.

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MR. SOTHERN AND THE SPIRITUALISTS.—_THE 
CHARGE OF LIBEL. 


Robert Cooper, of 14, Newman-street, Oxford-street, was brought 
up at the Marylebone Police Court on Monday, on a warrant. ‘The 
prisoner was apprehended in Dublin, and the charge laid against him 
was “That ho did unlawfully, wickedly, and wilfully utter and publish 
a certain false and defamatory libel towards one Edward Askew 
Sothern, knowing the same to be untrue.” - 

Serjeant Ballantine, in stating his case, said the prisoner was there 
upon a warrant for a libel. It was one of the most base calumnies 
that was ever penned or uttered. The prisoner was thee proprietor of 
® paper called the Spiritual Times. He (the learned serjeavt) under- 
stood that it ‘vould be stated that the libel had been copied into the 
Spiritual Times from a paper called the New Ye ork Sunday Times. Mr. 
Sothern had used his utmost endeavours to get a copy of such a paper 
asthe New York Sunday Times, but still he had no reason to doubt 
that this libel did appear in it, He need not say that the fact of this 
libel having been published as original in a New York paper could not 
stay proceedings there: but ho would say that to copy such 4 scurri- 
lous, scandalous thing as this into one of our own papers was libellous. 
He thought he would be able to show at a future tribunal that although 
the libel appeared in a New York paper, the wording itself was 
concocted in the prisoner’s office. Ho belioved it emanated from the 
prisoner’s office and was sent to the New York paper. The paper 
with the libel insorted was sent back to the Spiritual Times, and it was 
thought by this means to get rid of the danger of publishing the 
foul and scurrilous abuse. The learned serjeant read the libel, which 
was as follows:—" He created quite a sensation fy admitting the truth 
of-an accnsation brought against him by a certain young actress that 
le had grievously wronged her after placing her in a state of mesmeric 
influence.’ Now whether, that meant that Mr. Sothern had com- 
mitted a felony, or had really committed a criminal assault, could not 
. be gathered from what had been stated. It was a grave and cruel 
charge to make against an innocent man by such people as those of 
whom the prisoner seemed to be the leader, Mr. Sothern was @ man, 
who is living, in spite of all these base calumnies, with his wife and 
his children in the most perfect harmony and concord. Avother 
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appear for Mr. Cooper, and to. express his great regret that such an 
article should have ener aee in his paper without his knowledge and 
consent. He did not know that it was in till his attention was called 
to it by the officer who apprehended him. His client had instructed 
him to makea most full and ample apology to Mr. Sothern, saying that 
what had been printed he retracted. If the learned serjeant (Mr. 
Ballantine) would not accept the apology, the Jaw as bearing upon 
libel under Lord Campbell’s Act could be fully discussed then. Ifthe 
magistrate looked atthe matter, and also looked at the paper, he 
would therein find that his client (Cooper) could have had no know- 
ledge that this was to be inserted. The signature was ‘© Robert 
Cooper, representative of the Davenport Brothers. —Queen’s Hotel, 
Dublin, Jan. 18.” Mr. Lewiscontinued: And ,this was several days 
before the paper was published in which they say this alleged libel 
was inserted. Hoe knew it was not pecuniary recompense that Mr. 
Sothern wanted. It was a bona fide apology, and that had been 
offered to him, and he would not accept it. 1t would be more to his 
honour to have accepted it. 

Mr. Knox: Save you published any apology ? 

Mr. Lewis: No, sir. ; 

Mr. Knox: Then you aro at a stand-still. It ought to have been 
done. Every word published should be regretted and retracted. Has 
anything of that sort been done? , 

Mr. Lewis: It could not be done, as Mr. Cooper did not know of 
the ga in his paper till he was taken into custody and 
shown it.

Two miniature cngines belonging to the hall were at- 
tempted to be brought to bear upon it, but could not, owing to the 
want of the key of a water plug, which communicates with the 
lake. During this interval the fire had spread along the marble 
hall, picture gallery, drawing-room, and the chapel on the north 
side, the ceiling of which, with the walls ornamented with splendid 
costly paintings, soon beesme a pitiful sight. The great staircase, 
with alarge quantity of statuary, is all gone. Very many paint- 
ings that were at the Great Exhibition in 1862 haye, been’ destroyed. 
The hall was commenced to be built in 1615, and completed in 1636, 
and in 1837 it was restored at a cost of £50,000 by the present peer. 
The entire hall, except a very small part, was destroyed by twelve 


at noon yesterday.

Fire ar Mxan Bayx.—‘ On Saturday morning last, at half-past five 
o’clock, when Mr. Hirst, the manager for Messrs. Braithwaite and Co,, 
the extensive woollen manufacturers, opened the door of the mill, he 
founda strong smell of fire, which he saw came from one of the carding- 
engines.
